INDIAN SUMMER 


The time worn assumption that Cape Cod rolls up its beaches and packs away its 
scenery after Labor Day has been relegated to the department of misinformation along 
with other Old Wives’ tales and superstitions. Now, more than ever before, the Cape is 
especially attractive to autumn visitors. Here is a vacation spot where you may con- 
tinue to enjoy all the outdoor living of the regular summer resort season far into the fall. 

Although summer theatres and other seasonal businesses must close their doors until 
another year, the Cape still hums with activity ‘and becomes a vacation paradise for the 
fortunate visitors who can stay through our most irresistible season—Indian Summer. No 
other part of New England can boast such a long season of fine clear days that remain 
warm enough for ocean swimming and sunbathing. Because of its location, surrounded 
by the sea and touched by part of the Gulf Stream, the Cape still basks in the reflected 
warmth of summer temperatures. An unhurried holiday on the Cape, during Indian 
Summer when the days are bright and blue, free from the high pitched life of a resort, 
is an experience you will not forget, and one you will want to repeat. 

The sailing weather is ideal through the autumn and the hundreds of fresh water 
ponds and lakes, fringed with pines and golden foliage, provide excellent pickerel, trout 
and salmon fishing. For the saltwater sportsman Cape Cod Bay holds striped bass, blue 
fish, and giant bluefin tuna. In late September and October the hunters arrive for the 
upland game season—duck, partridge, and pheasants. 

The shutterbugs set up their tripods all over the Cape during these crystal clear days, 
on the dunes, by the lakes, in the pine woods, snapping the unusual beauty of Indian 
Summer. The beach plums are ripe, along with the heavily laden grape vines and cran- 
berries. 

This year there are several sports events of national importance here on the sandy 
peninsula. From August 29 through September 12 there will be the first annual Cape 
Cod Tuna Tournament, and the second annual Indian Summer Golf Tournament, with 
prizes totalling $10,000, will be held between October 12 and 16 on five of the Cape’s 
finest courses. The yachtsmen from all sections of North America are looking forward 
to the forthcoming International Comet Class Regatta, scheduled for September 9th, 10th, 
and 11th at Lewis Bay. Cruise boats will be on hand for those who want a closeup of 
the race, and the shoreline of Lewis Bay has many vantage points from which you can 
watch the graceful spectacle. 

For the first time in the Cape’s history an important archery event will be held here 
this fall. The Massachusetts Field Archery Association is holding a tournament on the 
8th and 9th of October at the Cape Cod Ranch in Cummaquid. 

For those who are less actively inclined there are still many antique haunts, attrac- 
tive shops, and historic landmarks open for browsing. The scent of the pine and tang 
of the sea is bound to whip up healthy appetites and most of our finest restaurants and 
inns will be open to satisfy them. Antique Open House, October 9-16, is being held by 
twenty of the finest shops for your pleasure. 

From the King’s Highway to Route 28, and from the Bourne Bridge to Land’s End, 
the Cape is throwing down a colorful welcome mat for you.

No one needs any introduction to this 
week’s playwright, probably the most 
gifted man in the theatre today.

Even now, Gretchen seems surprised 
that she landed in the theatrical world. 
Although they enjoyed the theatre for its

Gretchen was born in 
Puerto Rico, where her grandfather was 
general manager of one of the biggest 
sugar companies and her father was audi- 
tor. She was educated there and in Haiti, 
where they moved with the sugar indus- 
try, and finally at the Academy of St.

After a variety of secretarial jobs 
with everything from a linen firm to a 
maker of electric guitars, Gretchen de- 
cided she was not made for humdrum 
routine.

Since 1940, she has commuted between 
Dennis and New York, working for Mr. 
Aldrich with Theatre Incorporated, Ald- 
rich & Myers, and the Cape Playhouse. 
While Mr. Aldrich was in the Navy, she 
acted as Miss Lawrence’s secretary. Last 
summer she stayed in New York to over- 
see preparations for Aldrich & Myers’ pro- 
duction, “Goodbye My Fancy,’ and a 
dozen times a day the staff and people of 
Dennis asked for her. 

When you see a determined young lady 
with very red hair walking from Good- 
speed’s, half hidden by the mail she is 
carrying, that will be Gretchen, for whom 
the motto of Uncle Sam’s couriers might 
have been written—nothing keeps her 
from her appointed duty.

To satisfy three major ambitions in one 
lifetime takes a bit of doing, but Percy 
Williams, the Playhouse press representa- 
tive—better known as Pete—has done just 
that in much less than half the time. While 
he was a fledgling reporter on his school 
paper in Newton, Mass., he had three 
long-range objectives: acting, seafaring 
and writing. Before he was out of his 
teens had had a taste of all three. 

Between high school and his sophomore 
year at Colby College in Waterville, Me., 
Pete sailed 20,000 miles of ocean as deck 
hand, and later junior steward, on a 
freighter. A descendant from a long line 
of West Dennis ship captains, Pete’s love 
of the sea is natural, and one of the sad- 
est days of his life, he says, was stepping 
ashore to return to college after months 
at sea. 

Pete’s interest in the theatre was kept 
alive during his voyage by avid reading 
of Shakespeare, Ibsen, Shaw and O’Neil. 
At Waterville he joined the local stock 
company, and an understanding drama 
professor overlooked his cutting one col- 
lege lecture a week to appear in the Wed- 
nesday matinee. Come midyears, however, 
Pete found he had learned more of 
“Daddy-Long-Legs” and “East Lynne” 
than he had of Latin and political science. 


Throughout a three-hour exam, he wrote: 


a one-act skit lampooning professors, and 


turned it in titled “Prexy, Farewell to 
Thee.” The path from the college campus 
back to the stock company was short and 
direct. 

Pete rejoined the group only long 
enough to see the sheriff run it out of 
town. A visiting burlesque show proved 
too much competition, and there were un- 
paid bills, including Pete’s $14 salary, so 
he signed up with the competition. But 
the runway was a far cry from drama, 
and after a fling at free lance writing and 
reporting in Maine, Pete was still far from

He heard about a new theatrical venture 
in Dennis and went back to the stamping 
ground of his ancestors to work for Ray- 
mond Moore in the dual capacity of press 
and box office man.

THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed to establish a drama, music, ballet, 
horticulture and fine arts center at the Cape Playhouse. Under the will of the late Ray- 
mond Moore, who founded the Playhouse in 1927, it was provided that all of his estate be 
placed in trust for this particular purpose. The Raymond Moore Foundation owns the 
Cape Cinema, the Cape Playhouse Restaurant, the Star Cottage, the Cape Cinema Gar- 
dens, and a controlling interest in the Cape Playhouse. The income derived from such 
ownership is used for its maintenance and development.

him to find that audiences accept his being 
born in Brooklyn somewhat incredulously. 
Accepted as a typical Englishman by thea- 
tre and movie audiences alike, he is ap- 
pearing again this week as a Britisher. He 
abandoned his studies at Columbia College 
in favor of a chorus job in a Staten Island 
operetta stock company. His first real 
break in the theatre came when he re- 
placed Lewis Stone as leading man with 
the Louis Mann troupe. This led to his 
debut in the film, “Too Much Business.” 
More than a score of films followed, and 
the first sound film ever made, “Terror.” 

Mr. Horton is very proud of the fact 
that he has kept up with the movie gen- 
erations from Gloria Swanson and Ruth 
Chatterton to Diana Durbin and Lana 
Turner.
